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” Certainly the most Important thing In the 
field of current events from our point of view 
Is this current Investigation which we are now 
experiencing from various Federal authorities* 

In the February issue of * 0 n Target', we dealt 
at length with the so-called Ruether Memorandiam* 

Some of you are already familiar with tjie fact 
that In the fall of I96I, WALTER RUETHER and l>ls 
brother VICTOR met with Attorney General ROBERT 
KENNEDY and some other high officials In our 
government to discuss the threat of the pro- 
America, or as they call it, the Radical Right 
Wing movement In this country. VICTOR RUETHER 
summarized their thinking In a document which 
was p 3 ? 63 ented to ROBERT KENNEDY and to the 
President, JOHN KENNEDY, This document has 
become generally known as the Ruether Memorandum, 

One of the five points covered in this memorandum 
dealt specifically with our own organization and 
it was headed with these words 'The Administration 
should take necessary steps to end the Mlnutemen,' 

"Since that time we have been under continuous 
investigation by the Attorney General's Office, 
which means the FBI, since the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation is under the complete control and 
direction of the Attorney General. Thus, last month, 
when Congressman GONZALES, of Texas took offense In 
our remarks concerning his opposition to the House 
Committee on Un-Amerlean Activities and sent a 
letter to ROBERT KENNEDY asking for an investiga- 
tion of the Mlnutemen, it was really nothing new. 

On the same day that he mailed his letter. 

State Attorney General STANLEY MOSS, down in 
California, gave a public talk in which he said 
the Mlnutemen were a public menace and that he was 
going to ask the State Legislation of California 
to outlaw our organization In his state. 

"Now, I wish to emphasize that this drive against 
the Mlnutemen was not caused by STANLEY MOSS and It 
was not caused by Congressman GONZALES, Their 
speeches and letters were simply one part of a 
coordinated effort to disrupt and if possible, to 
destroy our organization. In some cases, our reply 
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to Congressman GONZALES was fairly printed. Even 
ray statement to the effect that if RO^RT KENNEDY 
had spent raore time investigating the Left Wing and 
less time investigating the Right Wing^ then his 
own brother might still be alive. This was quoted 
by a number of different papers. A few days later. 
Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY sent a letter to 
GONZALES pointing out that an investigation of the 
Minutemen had been in progress for quite some time, 
but they had not been able to find sufficient 
evidence to take any action against us. All of our 
activities, said ROBERT KENNEDY, were under the 
protection of the First Amendment which guarantees 
our freedom of speech, freedom of peacefia assembly 
and so forth. He also pointed out in this letter 
that the collecting of firearms or the training of 
troops in military tactics Is not against Federal 
law, so long as the purpose of that training is not 
the Invasion of a friendly foi^ign power. 

"Now, it's very Important that we do not allow 
ourselves to be lulled into a sense of false security 
by these fine words. The investigation Is continuing 
in full swing. In fact, it is greatly stepped up. 

Part of this is due to the Warren Commission, which 
has recently stated that they would investiga tion 
any possible connection between the assassination of 
President KENNEDY and our own organisation. All 
thinking Americans will realise that such an impli- 
cation is stupidity to the extreme, but it Is not 
beyond the realm of possibility that these people 
might actxially try to blame the assassination of 
President KEnJjEEY on ©mr organization. Of course, 
they would have to come up with some new manufactured 
evidence that OSWALD wasn"t the killer, after all. 

Recent news releases Indicate that they might actually 
try to do this very thing. These people are determined 
that if there is any way to humanly do it, they are 
going to blame the Right Wing for the assassination 
of President KENNEDY. The Warren Commission, incidentally 
has appointed Mr’. NICOLAS KATZANBACH (ph) as the head 
man to direct this investigation. Some of you will 
remember Mr. KATZANBACH as the Commander in Charge of 
the Federal Marshals in Oxford, Mississippi. Ke was 
also the man that was supposedly protecting a Communist 
spy being returned from this country from Israel when

that spy so conveniently committed suicide. 

Many of you will recall that when Chief Justice 
EARL WARREN first heard about the assassination 
of President KENNEDY, he irnraedlately exclaimed 
that this must be the work of Right Wing 
Extremists. In his past record, in his state- 
ments, in his selection of a Chief Investigator, 
EARL WARREN has shown his bias in this matter even 
before the investigation ever began and we should 
be wanted accordingly, 

"Now, information has come to us that 
during the past few days several and probably 
all regional offices of the RBI have received 
14 entlcal memoranda from Washington to fully 
investigate all Minutemen activities in their area. 
The Treasury Department also has been making 
numerous Inquiries about our organization, 
particularly about any automatic weapons that 
may be owned by our individual members. Now our 
policy In the face of this Investigation Is 
going to have to be one of extreme caution. So 
far as the name Minutemen is concerned, I think 
we should remain active* I think we should try 
to keep this name before the public as long as 
it can be done In a favorable light. But, so 
far as our individual members are concerned, I 
think we should make every effort to keep our 
personal identities secret. Although many of the 
RBI Agents are probably sympathetic to the alms 
of our organization, we have to remember this: 
These men are going to do their Job. They'i*e 
going to do what they’re told and any information 
that they find out is going to be setting in the 
RBI files in Washington and will be used against 
us by the Communists when they take complete 
control o 

"Now, in regard to the various means by which 
we can protect ourselves during this investigation 
Por one thing we are going to provide our members 
with as much practical information on underground 
warfare as we possibly can and Just as quickly as 
we can. We_Jiave Just sent out a bulletin to all

of our members, which Included a list of twenty 
practical measures on security which each 
region, each band, and each individual Minutemen 
should observe at all times. In the face of 
this investigation, we are going to have to 
keep our correspondence from our National 
Headquarters to the individual members at a 
minumum. Now, the Communists do this by means 
of their various publications. A subscription 
for example to the "People *s World” or to ” 1 ?he 
Worker" or to the "National Guardian" does not 
clearly identify a person as a' 'Communist , Bqt, 
yet through these publications, the Communists 
pass along the bulk of the information they want 
their members to know. This allows them to use 
their secure lines of communication for only 
the most important organizational directives and 
messages. Now, that’s what we’re going to try to 
do. Whether you receive our own news leter 
’On Traget' directly or whether it’s passed on 
to you through your band leader, I urge each of 
you to read ’On Traget* every month. It’s going 
to be containing a lot of the information in the 
future which would otherwise be passed on to you 
through other channels. Now, for another thing, 
we are working just as quickly as we possibly can 
to cooperate with various state commanders, 
supply them with the needed material, literature, 
records and so forth so that they can take over a 
larger share of the work that has previously been 
done through the National Headquarters. Some of 
you will be receiving direct communications in 
regard to this problem very shortly. 

"Now, here’s another point that I wish to 
emphasize. It is vitally important that we hold 
the National organization Intact and that we 
expand its facilities at every opportunity . The 
history of underground movements in other countries 
shows very definitely that you have to have National 
coordination for any resistance movement to be 
effective. This shows up, for example, in such 
items as sabotage. For sabotage to be effective 
it must be coordinated. It mus^ be planned in 
advance to hit some particular vital need or some 
vital commodity of the enemy and this must be 
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destroyed systematically throughout his entire 
territory if it^s going to he of any real 
damage to him. Another important activity that 
can he conducted nationally is recruiting on a 
mass scale. We have received literally hundreds 
of letters in response to the recent publicity. 

Now these inquiries all came to Norbome, Missouri, 

Your security locally, was not compromised by this 
publicity, and yet, we'll be able to pass these 
leads back to our state officers and perhaps add 
new people to your membership rolls locally without 
compromising your local security. 

”Now, the special problem of maintaining 
security through the use of the mail is dealt with 
in the following discussion* 

"During the past year, the Government has 
adopted a new attitude toward first class mall. 

They now contend that all mall while in the 
possession of the postal service, becomes the 
property of the Post Master General to open, 
to read, or re-route as he or his agents may see 
fit. Now, we have a question come up before us of 
how can we counteract this Interference with our 
right to openly and safely use the United States 
mall. Certainly, not by appealing to the Postal 
Inspectors, We tried that. Certainly, not by 
the protection of our Federal Postal laws. Our 
only effective means of protesting our right of 
privacy is to rely upon the principles of security 
that we learned in our basic training program. The 
principle of deception; to use fictitious names of 
letter drops; the use of Innocent appearing letters 
or postcards that carry our message in hidden codes 
or signs; the principle of classification; use of 
the most secure methods of communication for the 
most important information; use less secure methods 
for less important messages rather than to flood your 
secure lines of communication with unimportant 
material; the principle of obliqueness; do not risk the 
loss of a secure means of communication by careless or 
lazy action; the principle of continuous inspection; 
continually recheck on the security of your communica- 
tion; do not continue to use a means of communication 
after it may have been compromised by a lack of

proper inspections; the principle of fluid change; 
do not continue to use the same fictitious names, 
addresses, and other deceptive means so long that 
they become stale; and the principle of time; right 
now, prepare secure addresses, secret letter drops, 
and lines of communication well ahead of time so 
that they will be ready when you need them. 

"We learned in school that 56 men signed the 
Declaration of Independence, Most Americans know 
very little else about them. We seem to assume that 
after signing that Document, these men probably went 
home to a good meal and spent the rest of the evening 
sitting by the fireplace telling each other how bad 
things were. Such was not the case. The very minute 
they placed their signatures on that paper, they became 
traitors in the eyes of the legal Government. They 
became fugitives, hunted men, many of whom never saw 
their homes again. When many of us compare the work 
that we* re doing with the lazy attitude of the general 
public, we get to feeling rather proud of ourselves, 
but when we compare our own inconveniences with the 
sacrifices of our founding fathers, we should really 
be ashamed that we* re not doing more,. Each of us have 
our own excuses, either we* re too young or we* re too 
old; we* re too busy with our school, our business, or 
our profession; we have too many family responsibilities; 
or we can *t afford it. What about the men who signed 
the Declaration of Independence? Too young? EDWARD 
RUTLEDGE (ph) was only 26 years old when his home was 
burned to the ground by the British troops. Too many 
responsibilities? A farmer, CARTER BRACKSTON (ph), 
of Virginia, had I8 children when he signed, WILLIAM 
ELLOHy (ph), a judge in Rhode Island, had 16 children, 
ROGER SHERMAN, a lawyer in Connecticut, had I5 children. 
Too old? JOHN KAI^ was 65 when he signed the Declaration 
of Independece, Troops burned his mills, laid waste 
to his fields; he lost everything that he had because 
of patriotism. Everything except his honor and historical 
immortality, You dona's have the time? FRANCIS LEWIS 
was 62 years old, a very prosperous merchant. Overnight, 
he lost everything that he had. His property was 
plundered, his wife was thrown in prison where she 
died. Can't afford it? ROBERT MORRIS was one of the 
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wealthiest men in the colonies , He gave up evei^y- 
thlng that he had. Over I50 of his merchant ships 
were sunk or captured by the British during the 
war* He borrowed thousands of dollars on his own 
signature, and he died in debtor* s prison* The 
list goes on and on* There are thousands whose 
names we will never know, for it was an unknown 
American that began the American Revolution. »* *the 
War for Independence. This unknown individual was 
asleep in his bed ope night when someone pounded 
on the door and shouted *The Redcoats are coming!’ 

But what could he do? He was only one man against 
the armed might of the British Empire, If he had 
been a King or a Governor, or a rich or an important 
man, he could have solved problems and done great 
things. But he was not a rich or an impoHant 
man. He was Just a little man, unknown to anyone 
outside of his own neighborhood. What could he do? 
This unknown individual had the courage of his con- 
victions, He got up, put on his clothes, took his 
gon, went out into the night to meet the British 
troops. He did not act on orders. He was not led 5 
he didn’t want to be the leader. He was a self- 
controlled, responsible individual, a man who dared 
to stand on his own two feet and fire the shot heard 
round the world. The shot that said that man is a 
free agent and that Government is the servant, rather 
than the master. In I£ 75 j a new magazine was launched 
with a recipe for home-made gun powder. It was a 
sensational success, and Americans mixing the 
ingredients in their kitchens may have noticed the 
name of the Editor - THOMAS PAINE, THOMAS PAINE was 
in poor health. He was growing old. But still he was 
not content Just to write articles. He enlisted as 
a Private in the defeated Colonial Army, The 
Government had no money to buy him a gun, so he 
bought his own gun, a 12-pound musket, and he carried 
that 12-pound musket through the snows of winter with 
no shoes on his feet except burlap bags tied at the 
ankles. He carried that 12 -pound musket when he had 
only five bullets to shoot In It, and powder so old 
that he had no way of knowing if the gun would go off 
or not when the time came to use it. He carried that 
12 -pound musket not In victory, but in retreat. He 
carried it while the Colonial Army fell back before 
the British advance, retreated from Long Island to 
Manhattan, retreated back across New Jersey, retreated 
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across the Delaware River, retreated across 

Pennsylvania^ Retreat. . .Retreat . . .Retreat. , .but 

they would not surrender. Finally, one night, by 

the light of a campfire, THOMAS PAINE took out a 

quill pen, he stretched a paper across the head of 

a drum, and he wrote these words - 'These are times 

that try men's souls. The simimer soldier and the 

sunshine patriot will In this time of crisis, 

shrink from the service of their country. Tyranny, 

like hell, is not easily conquered. What we obtain 

too cheap, we esteem too lightly. And It would be 

strange Indeed If so celestial an article as freedom 

should not be highly rated.' These words we2?e 

printed In a little pamphlet and passed hand-to-hand 

throughout the Armies, throughout the colonies. The 

words of THOMAS PAINE cut through the gloom of defeat 

and everywhere they were read, courage rose to meet 

the challenge. Let us pray that we will see such a 

miracle today and that once again courage will rise 

to meet the challenge. . .that our republic shall live, 

and that we will stand by the Republic., that we may retreat, 

but we will never surrender.”

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Jack Lynn Boyce advised that he expected to be 
contacted about the mortar shells he had purchased in St. 

Louis, Missouri. He had bought iiike ’'other gun nuts" to use 
his own expression a surplus 8l mm Russian mortar at the Service 
Armament Company, Ridgefield, New Jersey, for $15. CO about a 
year or so ago. The purpose 3n buying it was to pursue his 
hobby of collecting guns as he explained that he had always 
wanted to shoot a cannon and this was a way to do it cheaply. 

In shooting it, he would load it[v/ith some black powder and 
shoot tin cans out of it. Somehow or other during some early 
correspondence with Robert B. Dakigh he had learned that DePugh 
had 8l mm mortar shells for sale] Ihese were "inert" shells 
used by hobbyists in that the hi^ explosive charge had been 
removed so that in effect they were nothing but iron casings 
with the fins still attached. In order to use these, a charge 
of black powder was placed in the mortar and the "inert" shell 
dropped In on the powder. After jthe shell was fired from the 
mortar the shell would be recovered and used over again. Because 
he found that the black powder was costing him $1,80 an eight 
ounce can, he discontinued this hobby as too expensive, DePugh 
had offered to sell him twelve 8i mm "inert" shells, Boyce recalled 
that he paid DePugh $3.50 for the' clean ones and $2,00 each for 
the rusted or soiled ones. Altogether, he paid DePugh $33,00. 

Por some reason he could not understand, DePugh had labelled the 
shells "machine parts". After waiting for several weeks and 
not receiving the shells he felt Ithat there was something "fishy" 
about the deal and called DePugh and asked the name of the company 
handling the shipment. Then the trucking company called him and 
asked for the name of the shlpperj. Two or three weeks more went 
by and he called the trucking company. They said they had lost 
the shipment. Then they advised him it had dropped off a truck 
and burst open. They gave him the name of a police sergeant in 
St, Louis vfiom he called. This police officer advised him that 
because some of the shells had contained a residue of black powder 
they had been sent to the 50th Ordnance Company and destroyed. 

Others for some reason v^ich was unknown to Boyce had been 
drilled out and a new penny Inserted as a plug. 

He first began to communicate with DePugh after 1956.

As a result, he sent his name in t,o the headquarters, somewhere in 
Missouri.

Since that time he has received several letters containing 
literature concerning the international operations of Communists 
and their success in taking over control or operating within 
countries. He advised he also had ;recelved loose-leaf inserts 
for a "guerilla warfare" booklet, These consisted mainly of 
articles on survival in woods or terain away from settled areas 
and included precautions to take in the event of atomic fall-out. 
The articles dealt with the suppliers necessary for 30 days 
for self and dependents, the necessary items to supply, and 
protective gear against weather elements. He stated the items 
were not of a secretive nature and probably were obtained from 
sources such as Civil Defense and other Government Agencies. 

He stated the material was very similar to what training he had 
obtained while serving in the United States Anuy. 

He advised the other information he received was pointed 
towards equiplng self and mind towards the possibility of a 
Communist take-over. 


advised he has not received any literature from 

the organization for several months now, and the above mentioned 
material was received by him whil he ^ resided in Williarasbi^^

States and locally and at the present time they maintain several 
shooting rsinges on their grounds which are used by many patrons* 
However, the local people had complained concerning the ranges 
and obtained an injunction which will force them to clese the 
ranges to public shooting. It is the intention of the management 
to relocate in Connecticut which will offer them a better 
opportunity to draw more patrons. 

He stated the specialty of his firm was the construction 
and sale of special rifles used in competitive shooting and that 
these rifles were constructed in their entirety in their shop. 

The rifles are of the *22 caliber type and sell for $395»00 each 
or more^ dependent upon the added equipment.
